U.S. Announcement Of 
Treaty Abrogation Stirs 
London To Reconsider 


States cleared its diplomatic decks, 
to be free for economic or commer- 
cial action to combat Japan’s at- 
tempt by military force to impose 
a “new order in Asia.” 

‘Attended with apparently over- 
whelming congressional support, the | 
state department late yesterday ab- | 
rogated the 1911 treaty of commerce 
and navigation with Japan. That 
action left this government free, at 
the end of a six months’ notifica- | 
tion period, to impose embargoes | 
upon sales of war materials to Jap- 
an, or upon imports of Japanese pro- 
ducts. 

In many quarters it was believed | 
that the action forecasts a “new 
order in Asia” of a different type 
than that which Japan has been at- 
tempting. It was considered signif- 
icant that notice of abrogation of 
the treaty was given just after Great 
Britain appeared to have submit- 
ted partially to Japan’s increasing 
pressure for a free hand in China.

TAX RATE MAY 
BE $1.70 


Preliminary Budget 
Indicates Reduction 
From Levy Last Year 


The preliminary budget of county 


expenditures for the current fiscal 


year as developed thus far indicates 
a probable tax rate as low as $1.70 
in the rural county and $1.50 in the 
county seat. 

This is according to Arthur J. 
Koletzke, county clerk and auditor. 


Mr. Koletzke pointed out that the 
figure is purely tentative but that 
it represents the trend of budget 
matters as recently aired before the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The figure quoted represents a 
cut of 40 cents in the rate for last 
year. 

Mr. Koletzke said that the prob- 
ability of reduction is made possible 
by the circumstance that in sev- 
eral funds there are balances on 
hand which were budgeted for the 
year before. There has also been 
some trimming of the budget. 

The Lake Tahoe airport, for which 
$11,000 was budgeted last year and 
never used, is not in the current 
budget, Mr. Koletzke said, nor is 
the item of $1,350 budgeted and not 


used last year for the employment |

THING NEW” is as nice for the 
pantry as it is for the bride... and 
if you’ve never made ripe peach 
jelly, you'll Hike this recipe. Peach 
jelly is still cooking news, you 
know -- grandmother wouldn’t have 
believed it. The trick is to add the 
pectin to the fruit juice—-it doesn’t

These directions are quite fool 
proof, give you nine glasses from 
just three cups of juice, and all the 
flavor of sun-ripened fruit. Best of 
all—the half-minute boil won’t heat 
up the kitchen these warm days! 


RIPE PEACH JELLY 
(Makes about 9 medium glasses) 
3 cups juice 
6% cups sugar 
1 bottle fruit pectin 
To prepare juice, remove pits from 
about 31% pounds fully ripe peaches. 
Do not peel. Crush peaches thor. 
oughly. Add % cup water. 


Bring to a boil, cover, and simmer 
5 minutes. Place fruit in jelly cloth 
or bag and squeeze out juice. 

Measure sugar and juice into 
large saucepan and mix. Bring to a 
boil over hottest fire and at once add 
bottled fruit pectin, stirring con- 
stantly.
